TWO CENTURIES OF FRAME MAKING 


HISTORY OF THE HOUSE OF GRIEVE 

In the year 1721 in a small Flemish village lived Grieve, a fa- 
mous maker of masterful picture frames; whose sole ambition was 
to please the tastes of the great painters of his time. 

The best mid-eighteenth century frames were made by him and 
his disciples. Grieve was the first to conceive the possibilities in his 
chosen field and to realize that a painting to be rightly appreciated 
had to be surrounded by a frame chosen artistically and with due re- 
gard to the effect of the painting on the spectator and of the whole as 
a work of art. 

Neither chance nor fashion entered into their construction. On 
the contrary, they were the result of a distinctive aesthetic sentiment 
for the beautiful in conjunction with an almost scientific appreciation 
of what would enhance the intelligent understanding of the picture. 

The demand at that time was so insistent that Grieve was obliged 
to teach the tedious task of gilding and wood-carving to the members 
of his immediate family; from that moment began this great family 
of frame makers. 

Not content with their conquest in Belgium, the Grieves moved 
to London, which offered them a larger opportunity, and established 
there a still more progressive branch of the parent institution. 

As is the case with all progressives, they were constantly on the 
watch for new fields to conquer and as America seemed particularly 
inviting, M. Grieve the youngest of the family, moved to New York 
and established the largest hand-carved wood frame factory in the 
world. 

The Grieve of old still lives, and the sacred flame which he 
kindled is still kept burning by the single American representative 
of this great family of frame makers. 

The American Grieve has progressed with the times. He has 
revolutionized the ancient art of his forefathers to conform with the 
demands of modern times; he has perfected a method of manufactur- 
ing through quantity production the same quality of art frames which 
the Grieves before him carved out laboriously at considerable expense.

irresistible impulse 
I of the artist to create, 
a force that can not be 
denied so long as he remains 
an artist, brings in its train 
an output too extensive to 
be absorbed by art buyers 
of all classes during the 
average artist’s lifetime.

tion of their problem, which 
also is the problem of the 
whole class. This is : How 
are we to convert our inac- 
tive capital, in the form of 
pictures and sculpture, into 
liquid capital in the form of 
cash received from their 
sale in a reasonable time? 

The business man’s an- 
swer to that question is now 
in operation, having taken 
the form of such an art sales 
gallery as has not quite its 
equal in the world. Its sit- 
uation, its size, its assured 
subsidy make it unique 
among such undertakings. 
Moreover, whatever profits 
may accrue from its opera- 
tion will go to the artist 
members of the corporation 
controlling it. Nor does the 
form of this organization 
revive the role of “art pa- 
tron” with its inevitable 
suggestion of charity or

dependency. On the contrary, the artist member 
pays his way, as does the lay meml^er. 

The exhibition sales rooms of the Painters and 
Sculptors Gallery Association are situated on the 
top floor of the Grand Central Terminal in New 
York City, and for the first time in history an art 
gallery has been established in a railway station. 
At present, the gallery comprises eight rooms, 
but by September, it is expected, the entire series 
of twenty rooms in the original plan will be ready 
for use and the Grand 
Central Galleries will 
then be the largest 
painting and sculpture 
sales rooms in the 
world. The society di- 
recting the galleries is 
co-operative in its na- 
ture, the membership 
consisting of an equal 
number of lay mem- 
bers and artist mem- 
bers, the artist mem- 
bership to be increased 
when the additional 
galleries afiford room 
to adequately show 


more paintings and sculpture. It is also planned 
to devote one of the new rooms solely to the exhi- 
bition of black-and- whites and another to mural 
paintings. At present such large canvases can not 
be shown properly in any regular gallery in New 
York outside of the Fine Arts Building. 

According to the plan of organization worked 
out by Walter L. Clark, who developed the idea 
of the Gallery Association and the Grand Central 
Galleries, each of the one hundred lay members 

has pledged an an- 
nual subscription of 
$600 for three years, 
providing for that pe- 
riod a subsidy of 
$60,000 a year. Each 
artist member pre- 
sents to the society, as 
his membership fee, 
one of his works an- 
nually for three years, 
this period having 
been agreed upon as 
of proper duration to 
test the practicability 
of the whole scheme, 
at the end of each

year, the lay members have the privilege of 
receiving one of the works presented by the 
artist members. The galleries are managed 
solely by the business men of the organiza- 
tion, the artists having nothing to do with 
this part, thus eliminating '‘art politics,’' on 
the shoals of which many a co-operative art sales 
scheme has gone to wreck. Professional art sales- 
men of high standing are in direct charge of the 
galleries, Erwin S. Barrie being head of the De- 
partment of Painting, and W. Frank Purdy of the 


Department of Sculpture. Delano and Aldrich, 
architects, designed the plan of the galleries. 

Views of the various rooms in the Grand Cen- 
tral Galleries, reproduced herewith, give an excel- 
lent impression of the visual effect created by the 
arrangement of the sculpture and paintings in the 
various rooms. Most of the one hundred and 
seventy plastic works in the first exhibition, which 
was opened with a Varnishing Day reception on 
March 21, are in the large entrance room, a gal- 
lery of handsome proportions, superbly lighted 

and made additionally 
at'ractive by a pool in 
the center, this afford- 
ing a proper setting 
for the practical show- 
ing of fountain sculp- 
ture. The attractive- 
ness of the room is 
further increased by 
large decorative pan- 
els by Edwin H. Blash- 
field, Robert W. Chan- 
ler and D. Putnam 
Brinley, and by sever- 
al antique French ver- 
dure landscape tapes- 
tries and by furni':ure 
of harmonious designs

from the Arden Gal- 
leries. Photographs of 
the three painting gal- 
leries, in which one 
hundred and four pic- 
tures were shown, make 
plain the remarkable 
lighting system, the 
graceful harmony with 
which the j)ictures are 
hung and their relief 
with sculpture where 
such works may be pro- 
perly shown. Rugs re- 
lieve the floors from 
the cold appearance of 
the usual public museum art gallery. 

The artist membership was completely repre- 
sented in the opening exhibition, which was one of 
the finest groups of American painting and sculp- 
ture shown in New York for years. It is a part of 
the general selling plan of the organization to take 
large collections of the works shown in the Grand 
Central Galleries to other cities in the West and 
East where they will be exhibited as for sale, this 
system is being inaugurated in the autumn, the 
traveling shows to be under the direct supervision 
of Mr. Barrie. This feature alone distinguishes the 
Painters and Sculptors Gallery Association from 
any other existing art society in the United States 
and is one of the many signs of the intensive sell- 


ing methods that the business men in the lay 
membership are applying to the artists’ problem 
of converting their product into income. 

Both the artists and the public have shown an 
extraordinary interest in the plan of the Grand 
Central Galleries and its fruition. From the 
beginning of the work to form the Painters and 
Sculptors Gallery Association the artists of the 
United States have been deeply concerned with its 
inception and success, and since the galleries have 
been open to the public they have attracted a 
larger daily attendance than was expected by the 
managers who naturally felt that it might take a 
little time for lovers of art to become familiar 
with their situation.

FOREWORD 


A CAPITAL fund has l)eeii provided for the founding of this 
institution by each artist member giving one of his works each 
year for three years. 

The lay members, in return for these works, are giving to the 
organization $60,000 a year for three years. 

The first year’s donated works from the artists have been received 
at the galleries, and the cash subscriptions from the lay members for this 
year are in hand. 

This catalogue is issued to assist in the distribution of the pictures 
and pieces of sculpture among the lay members. 

Under each of the reproductions will be found the artist’s name, 
size of the work, etc. 

The entire collection will be exhibited at our galleries for one 
month. 

The drawing will take place on the evening of Wednesday, June 27th 
in our galleries, 15 Vanderbilt Ave., Grand Central Terminal, at 8:30 
P. M., and our Lay Members and their Guests, are invited to be present. 
The name of each Lay Member will be placed in a box and two people, 
nationally known, will be appointed to draw the names, one at a 
time from the box and enter them on a list in the order of draw- 
ing. The first name drawn will be designated as “No. 1”, and 
that Member will have first choice of all the contributed works of Art. 
The second name drawn will have second choice, etc. All Lay Members 
whether present or not, will be immediately advised of their number 
and it is requested that they make their choice just as soon as possible, 
and that they notify the Galleries promptly, where they or their proxies 
can be reached by mail until August 1st. 

A number of portrait painters have agreed to paint a portrait 
each year as their gift to the institution, and this privilege will be open 
to choice the same as the other works, an example of the work of 
each of these portrait painters to be found in the galleries and illus- 
trated in the catalogue.
